All  houses  within  the  Borough  are  supplied  by  piped  watery 
no  stand-pipes  are  in  use  for  domestic  supply.  Bacteriological 
examinations  and  chemical  analyses  are  taken  monthly  and  are 
uniformly  satisfactory.  There  is  no  evidence  of  any  plumbo- 
solvent  tendency.  The  persistent  drought  imposed  a 

considerable  strain  with  the  result  that  the  supply  had  to  be 
ciirts.il ed  during  part  of  the  Summer  months  to  a certain  extent,

Permission  has  been  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  following 
c?n  official  enquiry  to  extend  the  present  sewage  disposal  worVis  on 
a site  more  removed  from  the  To^Am,  conditional  on  the  Council 
investigating  the  question  of  the  present  sewerage  facilities. 

No  work  ’*.rould  be  authorised  before  the  end  of  the  European  war. 


HOUSING . 

A proposal  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
providing  for  the  erection  of  ll6  houses  during  the  first  year  of 
building,  and  for  a further  instalment  of  ^6  houses  during  the 
second  year.

DIPHTHERIA. 

Seven  C5SGS'  of  diphtheria  .\ycf‘c  notified  during  the  year 
with  two  deaths  occurring  in  (a)  a boy  of  16  years  and  (b)  a 
girl  aged  2 years,  neither  having  been  immunized.  In  June, 

4 casts  occurred,  2 in  each  family  and  all  attending  the  same 
school.  In  the  primary  case  the  type  of  infection  was  very 
severe  and  the  child  had  been  in  class  whilst  in  the  primary 
stages  of  the  disease.  From  this  source  there  were  no  more 
than  two  further  cases  in  the  school.  Practically  all  the 
school  children  had  been  already  immunized.  In  July,  3 further 
cases  occurred  resulting  in  the  two  fatal  cases  above-mentioned. 
Three  of  the  eases  recorded  had  been  previously  immunized,  and 
all  recovered. 


^■HOOPING  COUGH  g-  f^SASLBo. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  these  diseases,  the  major  number 
of  cases  occurring  during  the  latter  months  of  the  year. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  was  one  death  from  the  toxic  form  of  this  disea.se  in 
a female,  aged  30  yea.rs.  Seven  cases  were  notified  as  compa,red 
with  18  in  the  provi'^us  year. 


SC/iBIES. 

No  cases  wore  treated  at  hospitcols  under  the  County  Council 
scheme,  but  it  is  known  that  a moderate  number  wore  treated  a.t 
home .
